No. 30-7(4) /63. — The question of implementing the prin- 
ciple of 'single point taxation' in respect of transport vehicles 
plying on inter-State routes, under regular or temporary 
permits, has been under the consideration of Government. A 
suggestion that the tax should be collected in the State in 
which the vehicle is registered apd the proceeds distributed 
by that State to all the other States concerned, was consi- 
dered by the Transport Development Council at its last 
meeting held in April, 1963. The Council recommended the 
appointment of a study team, consisting of representatives of 
the (?entral Government and a few State Governments, to 
evolve a suitable formula for the division of the tax: proceeds,

3. The terms of "reference of the Study Group will be as 
follows : 

(i) To examine the procedure for the assessment and 
collection of motor vehicles tax, goods tax and 
passenger tax in regard to vehicles operating on 
inter-State routes in different States and recommend 
a simple and uniform procedure in order to elimi- 
nate inconvenience and delay to inter-State transport, 
without adversely affecting the revenues of the diffe- 
rent States concerned; 

(ii) To recommend a reasonable basis, or formula, for 
the division of the proceeds of the three taxes from 
inter-State transport among the different States 
concerned; and 

(iii) To make any other recommendations germane to 
the above subject. 

4. The Headquarters of the Study Group will be at New 
Delhi but it will be free to visit or hold its meetings at such 
places as it may consider necessary for the purpose of its 
work. 


5. The Study Group is expected to submit its report within 
a period of six months.
